IN FRIGHTFUL RAILWAY WRECK 


B. & 0. FLYER DERAILED NEAR CONNELLS 


VILLE, PA., WEDNESDAY NIGHT. 


Of the 68 Dead 53 Have 


Been Identified 


James I. Edgerley of Newark 


Was Kilted in the Wreck 


Accident Said to be the Worst in the History of the 


Road—The Details are Horrifying—Brave Man 


Who Prevented a Second Disaster— 


The Dead and Injured. 


In the frightful wreck of the B. & 


O. flyer Wednesday night near Con- 
nellsville, Pa., which snuffed out the 
lives of C8 people and injured a large 
number, James I. Edgerly of this city 
met his death. Mr. T. J. Daly receiv- 
ed a dispatch from the Pittsburg B & 
O. office to that effect at noon, and at 
2 p.m. Mr. F. M. Smith received a sim- 
ilar message from Pittsburg. Mr. Edg- 
crly's name however, does not appear 
is the official Jist-e£-dead announced 
at Pittsburg Thursday morning. It is 
known that he was in Butler, Pa., on 
Wednesday, and Mr. Smith says there 
is no doubt in his mind that Mr. Edg- 
erly has been billed. 


Mr. Edgrcrly was assistant secretary 


of the Union Association 
of Retail 


Lumber Dealers of which F. M. Smi£i 
of Newark, is secretary, and some 
time ago he was en the reportorial 
staff of the Newark American-Tribune. 


On December 1 W. V. Jordan of this 


city wrote §2,000 worth of insurance 
in the Fidelity company for Mr. Edg- 
erly, and only a few days ago handed 
him the policy, which was in force at 
the time of his death. So far as knowt 
Mr. Edgerly carried anotner" accident 
policy for $1000. More extended ref- 
erence is made to Mr. Edgerly -in an- 
other part of this paper. 


Connellsville, Pa., Dec. 24.—At 12:30 


this afternoon it was ascertained that 
there were GS deaths in the B. & O. 
wreck and three of the injured are 
dyin.e. ' Of these 53 have been iden- 
tified. 


ACCIDENT 


Was One That Could Neither be Fore- 


seen Nor Prevented—Many Doc- 


tors Arc at Work. 


Connellsville, 
Pa., Dec. 
24—The 


death roll of last 
night's 
terrible 


wreck when the Duquesne limited on 
the B. & O. road chashed into an ob- 
struction, left the tracks and partly 
fell into the Youghiogneny river, is 
still incomplete this morning, but the 
latest estimate places the victims at 
08. A score of doctors are working 
over the wounded in Cottage State 
Hospital here. The work of getting 
out (he bodies al the scene of the dis- 
aster has about been completed and 
the remains have been brought here 
The three morales of the Sown arc 
filled and Burgess Chas. Patterson has 
turned over the new city Iia3i to be 
used as a morgue. Many of the bodies 
have not as yet been identified. 


The B. & O. accident was one that 


conld neither be foreseen nor 
pre- 


vented. A freight train in rounding a 
r«rre just before taking siding to 
lot Ihe express pass, jolted a car load 
of lumber off the track. 


The express train then canie along 


an<1 ran into ih« timber, was derailed 
and thrown down 
1h<? embankment. 


The smoker, where most of the casual-

HEROIC 


And Successful Effort Made by Injured 


Man to Prevent a Second 


Accident. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 24—A Connells- 


ville, Pa, special 
to the Cleveland 


Press says today: 


"Hig face running with blood from a 


dozen wounds, his left1 eye hanging on 
his cheek, John Dom, of Pittsburg, the 
heroic baggagemaster on the ill-fatecr 
limited, stumbled westward along th& 
track after he had crawled from the 
wreck, and flagged the fast pasenger 
train that was following the wrecked 
(rain. Dom is an old time employe of 
the B. & O.. His car went over the 
embankment. 
His first thought on 


dragging himself from the mass of 
splinters after the crash was of train 
No. 49, which was almost due. There 
was not a signal available but Dom 
staggered back over the ties nearly 
the length of his train and then heard 
the roar of No. 49 approaching on the 
grade. Dom had a handful of matches 
in his pocket. He took them out half 
a dozen at a time, struck them, and 
curing the short sputter of the brim- 
stone waved them arouad and around 
his head. Finally he lighted his hand- 
kerchief. Engineer Johnson, on train 
49 saw a strange signel. He threw on 
his emergency brake and the heavy 
train was brought to a standstill not 
two car lengths from the eastern end 
of the wreckage. Dom fainted when 
he knew the danger was over. Tender- 
ly he was placed in an ambulance . He 
lay unconscious for two hours but will 
recover. 


HORROR 


Of the B. £. O. Disaster Grows as the 


Details Become Known — Fright- 


ful Scene. 


Connellsville, Pa., Dec. 
24 — "The 


Xiorror of the B. & O. wreck is gro'a-- 
ing. At 4' o'clock this morning after a 
night that was the most terrible this 
town has ever experienced, W. D Mc- 
Ginnis in charge of the Sims morgue. 
reported 62 bodies in his charge. Some 
of them had been identified; many 
were so disfigured that identification 
will never be possible. 


The bodies were brought in trains 


from the side of the burning cars. The 
trains brought also the injured, who 
were taken to the Connellsville Cot- 
tage State Hospital. 
So severe were 


the wtounds of 12 victims that between 


o'clock last night, and 3 o'clock this 


morning they died . 


Among the bodies brought up was 


that of Edison Goldsmith, 23 ye-\rs 
old. son of Henry Goldsmith who had 
been in Pittsbmg to purchase Christ- 
mas gifts. The body came also of Rev. 
Father Fiencklo. pastor of the Italian 
Catholic church. 


As the bodies were received at the 


morgue they were tabulated and laid 
in rows. Most of them wore foreign- 
•rs. Among the 62 were two negroes. 


From the time of the news of the ac- 


cident until daylight tbis 
morning 


there have been crowds surrounding 
the morgue. 


Four arrests were made ut Dawson 


this morning on charges UL robbing 
the dead. 


The wreck was the worst in railroad 


annals. 


There was a mighty rrash and tho 


big; engine toppled over, hurling the 
water tank over on its side whil« the 
smoking car. crowded 
to the doors 


trith passengers was hurled on the 
top of Hie engine. The heavy plat- 
form of the smoker tore off the stoam 
dons*1 of the ensile. The steam from 
ihe broken t!om« filled the smoker 
Trorn end to end. and though the win- 
dows were all broken out the n:<5h of 
hot vapor was FO sudden that 
wore aWo to g"J out beforo Ui<*y 


word. There was not a scar upon him. 
He had inhaled the steam. 


The rear of the train, the. dining 


car, Pullman ears ami day coaches 
were jammed together in the concuJ- 
bion and toppled over on their sides. 
A few of the cars slipped into the 
river. The river is not deep and that 
saved a further catastrophe. 


Those who were uninjured left the 


cars and the work of-je?,puing the im 
prisoned began. 
Engineer Thornier 


was found ground to pieces under the 
engine. The fireman has not yet been 
found. As fast as possible the dead 
and wounded were '; taken from the 
wrek and laid upoa^thc bank, where 
they were covered with the wraps of 
the unwounded passengers. Many of 
The wounded were much ' disfigured, 
:heir flesh being sca&ed and boiled so 
ihat it fell off in stfreds. Every fea- 
ture of horror was jliere to be seen. 
Word was sent to this city from the 
scene of the wreck a"t Laurel Run and 
a relief train was hurried to the spot. 
General Manager 
Sims of tho road, 


took charge 
of the train and went 


there with other officials of the road 
and eight doctors. The wounded "were 
placed aboard the relief train and as 
soon as it was filled it was hurried to 
this city. At the station was waiting 
every available cab and carriage. Citi- 
zens mounted the drivers' boxes and 
others gave aid in moving the wound- 
ed from the cars to the cabs. As fast 
as one was placed in a cab or carriage 
the houses were lashed to a gallop and 
driven to the Cottage State Hospital. 


Three died on the train coming from 


Laurel and four others died in car- 
riages on their way to the hospital. 
Meanwhile in the red glare of lanterns 
men worked feverishly down at the 
scene of the wreck completing 
work of rescue.

FIRST REPORT 


Early Account of the Accident

Here, in this gloomy valley of death, 


the train that was the finest on the 
Baltimore and Ohio system, lies brok- 
en and splintered, its huge locomotive 
all twisted and distorted, and some of

Approaching Connellsville at abou 


7:20 o'clock the flyer began to take 01 
sweed. so that the low-nosed locomo 
live was plunging along at a sixty- 
mile rate when it struck the deatl 
tiap of heavy limbers that had fallei 
into the frogs of a switch at this point 


The groat engine reared and wen 


plunging down the embankment, car- 
rying four Pullmans with»iL A deaf- 
ening rei.ort sounded and a geyser o: 
steam spread out in the bursting o: 
the gigantic engine's boiler, and in the 
cloud of deadly vapor the locomotive 
end four cars went hurling, rending 
smashing, breaking into ragged sec- 
tions and bringing up some of them 
on the banks of the river, and some of 
them lying half 
submerged 
in 
the 


tumbling waters. 


Acts of heroism abounded. All the 


passengers who were unhurt, women 
as well as men. went down the em- 
bankment to the aid and possible res- 
cue of the unfortunates. 


The greatest act of heroism record- 


ed as yet of the horrible night was the 
feat of William Marietta, owner of a 
piominent hotel at Connellsville. a 
passenger on the train, and himself 
gashed and wounded, hardly able to 
see for the blood that poured into the 
ryes from his ripned and torn scalp, 
lan all the way along the railroad 
tiacks to Dawson, a town two miles 
iway from the scene of the wrpck. He 
staggered into the station at Dawson, 
lialf unconscious and hardly able 
to 


speak. All he could do was to whis- 
ker hoarsely: 


"A wreck—a wreck—many dead." 
Then, with a shaking hand and 
a 


quivering finger, he pointed westward. 


The Dusquesne Limited, the fastest 


train on the Baltimore and Ohio sys- 
:cm, is a solid vestibuled train, usual- 
y made up-of from four to five mail 
pud baggage coaches, a smoker anil 
Fix sleepers. 
The east-bound limited 


leaves Pittsburg at 0:30, and arrives 
at New York early the next morning. 


Around Connellsville, 
where the 


nreck took place, the road winds 
through the Allegheny Mountains In 
a toruious circuit and, although heavi- 
ly ballasted, the ears rock and sway 
as the reverse curves are made, and 
old engineers on the road declnre that 
they never feel easy on the trip be- 
tween Pittsburg and 
New York as 


their train is speeding at the rate of 
50 miles an. hour until they pass this 
section of road. 


There were at least 150 passengers 


aboard. The train nlowed along for a 
considerable distance and the 
cars 


were torn to pieces, passengers jump- 
ing, screaming, falling from the wreck 
as it tore along. Suddenly the engine 
swerved to the left and the coaches 
1 lunged down over the 
embankment

taken by the company to watch for 
landslides and cave-in caused by the 
CA enlnw.
